LETTER FROM Ay OCTOOhyARl A A". 

Dkab Rgvoumo* : I am over 81. Hence 
mr hand trembles iu writing ; bat it give* me 
pleasure to find that the female part of mankind 
are beginning to take an intereet in national af- 
fair*. Tbia i* natural to a native of Wale*, the 
land in which I wan born, February J2, 1789. 
and landed in thia city Joly 1ft. 1801. Bat atiil 
I am master of my natire tongue, and an aathor 
of a book entitled Ltitf** on VfttUh Hittory, 
published in this city, Ift52. and highly spoken 
of by learned men in Wales. 

T^e Welab law* were in force till 1644, when 
the principality wa« aaited to England, although 
the bipeda who were king* of England were 
also kinga of Wale* from 1988. bat the law* and 
Parliament of England had no authority in 
Walea tall the anion in 1644. 

Until the Union with England idl the men a* 
aoon aa they bad a beard, and all the married wo- 
men had the right tft iralftmge. The men were 
minor* til] they had a lieard ; and while the ladies 
voted they had the beet government that wan ever 
on tbia plane] ; for every family bad five am* of 
land free, a* it* natural right Minister* of 
religion, whether Druid or Christian, had five 
additional acre* aa the privilege of their nulling. 
Ho, alno, qualified public tear her* and men of the 
primary trade*, via., smith*. mamma and car- 
penter*. All other craft* were conaidered private 
employment*. All that pertained to the fhmily. 
trade, or prof me l on, were exempt from levy or 
■ale on any claim of debt or fine. Even foreign- 
er*, before being citiacna. had a right ia three 
thing*, via. their wive*, their children and their 
movable good*. No law wa* ever enacted in 
Walea to decide what wa«trne in religion . henoe 
the Welab never made a martyr. There were 
three burned there nndar the Knghsh law* in 
the time of Bloody Mary. The Welsh national 
motto waa. 

" Tb* Truth iftimt tK» Wort* ; 
but they never enacted a law to doelde what wa* 
true in religion, nor ever admitted the doctrine 
of the Pope'ii supremacy If a man wa* ao 
foolish aa to receive such a dogma, he wa* free 
to do ao. but t never * Welsh Roman 
Catholic.

A city correwpoudeut write* to u* id reference 
to work for wo*>m sa follows : 

Tbnrs is one cl*** of work, namely ty|w set- 
ting, that ia eminently suitable for woman : its 
■train upon the intellectual or physical Mrenjdb 
»« no greater than aewmg, and it drew not con- 
duce to the many disease* that seamstrc**** are 
■abject to. That women «re folly competent to 
this work, U proved by the fact that they have 
been, for years, ■ocoeaafalfy employed by the 
Harpers, and- with the exception of the office* 
of the daily morning papers, where their physi- 
cal education has not left them 1 he strength to 
endure night labor— io nearly all tbe 1mm k and 
paper offices in the oily ; and the work that 
they are able to do equals both in quantity rmd 
quality that done by men. 

There are three large printing establishment* 
in New York. The Tract House, in Nassau 
street, the Methodist Book ( Jonoem, in Mul- 
berry street, and the Bible House in Kighth 
street, which are owned and aupported entirely 
by donations made by tbe religion" cnminiiuiv, 
par excellence, of tbe couutry. In tho*r estab- 
lishments, tables, hymn-books, tracts and reli- 
gion* works are printed in immense uumU rs 

The work in these establishment* is ol ■ 
quality highly remunerating to the artist, n, and 
a situation in one Of them is regarded among 
printers a bonne bovehr not to lie relinquished 
even at the command of the powerful National 
Typographical Union. 

Now I have seen women compositors, abso- 
lutely beg with team in their eyes, for work, 
which they yffrred Ik* do at a price tar tielrw its 
market value, that they might keep the w.mL 
hunger from the door, and 1 bnVe known these 
women to apply at these religion* ests hi ishmrnl** 
tor work, and be answered, “ We do not employ 
women."

Theodore 
Parker, too, then shook the continent, nay both 
the hemispheres, with his mighty tread. But 
who wears his mantle to-day ? Whoever com- 
..paras the present moral tone of the magazine 
prckis of to-day with fifteen, twenty and even 
thirty years ago will understand well what tbeae 
strictures mean, and cannot but feel their pro- 
priety and justice. The Poetry, too, has de- 
clined. We wait in vain now for the clarion 
peals of Pierpont, the Klogsn of Longfellow, 
and the bugle blasts of Lowell. Whither, too. 
used to lie abroad winging liis eagle flight 
through the moral heavens, shooting down 
sheets of Are, kindling the sacred flame of Free- 
dom in myriads of souls! The addition of
